Mellone’s Photo Encyclopedia of Souvenir Cards, by 
Howard C. Tiffner, has been released. An advanced 
notice was sent to the membership of a reduced rate 
if ordered by 1 October (extended). I understand 
that there are a limited number of copies of the orig- 
inal (1989) SCCS Numbering System for Forerunner 
and Modern Day Souvenir Cards, compiled by Dr. 
Curtis D. Radford (1), still available (check Dana 
Marr). The primary advantage of the new work is 
that illustrations (albeit black and white) have 
replaced written descriptions, making it, hopefully, 
easier for “newcomers” to identify their material. 


As in any written project of this type, including this 
journal, there are the inevitable typos. I am sure 
every reader will have his or her own opinion about 
the resulting work. Personally,.I find sans-serif type 
difficult to read, and the “running” format in some 
cases difficult to follow. The “F” and “S” listings are 
obviously incomplete and there is no index or over- 
all chronological or alpha-numerical listings which 
might help as a check (or want) list for the reader. 


However, the book is a welcomed addition and, 
with the illustrations and updating of available SCs, 
attempts to fill a long standing void. As a commer- 
cial venture, it may bring some much needed expo- 
sure and new collectors to our hobby.

We are still wait- 
ing for the announcement as respect to this year’s 
Savings Bond card as well as the final card to be 
issued in Milwaukee at MILCOPEX in late 
September. 


I was able to see many of you at the three meetings I 
attended at PACIFIC, IPMS and the ANA shows. As 
always it is a pleasure to see you and exchange infor- 
mation and ideas. Your support and comments are 
always most welcome. The PACIFIC show was par- 
ticularly rewarding because I met so many of our 
West coast members. 


The BEP issued its second modern souvenir hand- 
kerchief and it is lovely. Make sure you purchase one 
before the deadline. At the Memphis show, the BEP 
issued its only limited edition card for 1997. You 
may have missed it since this item was not included 
in the subscription service and received little 
advance publicity. It is a lovely card so make sure 
you order one. 


The ANA show was hectic as usual, though it was 
nice to have it in my hometown and save on some 
travel expenses and vacation days. However, by 
sleeping at home I missed a lot of the activities asso- 
ciated with the show in the evening. I spent less time 
at the show than the ones out of town, as I went to 
work all three weekdays. It definitely subtracted 
from my enjoyment of the weekend. 


The Memphis show was a delight as always. All of 
the serious collectors try to attend and the atmos- 
phere is great. It is an interesting phenomena in that 
I go to Memphis and purchase or trade material with 
people I correspond with all year. We all save up 
material and money for this show which becomes a 
catharsis for your collecting urges. The most enjoy- 
able aspect of this show is the amount of material 
available. 


As an avid collector of intaglio material, I visit many 
paper, book and antique shows. The consensus 
amongst all of the collectors I meet is that the mater- 


ial is becoming more difficult to find and the costs 
keep rising. I wish the regular souvenir cards were 
being driven by the same forces. In general, the 
prices have been static for the last few years. The 
biggest obstacle in selling the better material such as 
Union convention books and BEP forerunners. There 
is a dedicated group of collectors who recognize the 
rarity and value of these pieces, and are willing to 
spend the money to acquire them. I find that many 
collectors will not go beyond the $50-75 price range. 


Luckily, the majority of souvenir cards fall well 
below this threshold. I look to increased interest and 
value for souvenir cards in the next year and the 
market perking up as the economy continues to 
grow, By now you should have received the adver- 
tisement offering the new catalogue of souvenir 
cards. As a courtesy to the publisher, the Society 
mailed out the yellow flyers. The cost of printing and 
postage was borne by the publisher.We put on the 
labels because we do not release our list of members 
to anyone. The catalogue will be extremely useful to 
the new collector as it illustrates the majority of the 
regular cards. So far the book has been well received. 
Yes, there are some minor errors and, yes, it does not 
have an extensive forerunner or Union section. For 
those advanced collectors, they will have to continue 
to use our catalogue. If the new catalogue is reissued, 
it will be expanded in those missing areas. The dis- 
counted price offered to our members has been 
extended to 1 October. I know that you will find the 
catalogue valuable. 


We are starting to plan next year’s activities. With 
the reduction of BEP shows and only one spider 
press demonstration, we need a venue to bring out 
our membership. Washington Chapter One is inter- 
ested in sponsoring another gala weekend in con- 
nection with next year’s NAPEX show during 
Memorial Day weekend. Early plans include a spi- 
der press, a members’ banquet and several interest- 
ing guests or speakers, and the issuance of our annu- 
al card. The last Washington banquet and annual 
meeting was well attended and enjoyed by all who 
participated. We would like to improve upon the last 
one. Robert Hallett, president of Chapter One and a 
member of our board will be coordinating the activ- 
ities. If you have some ideas or suggestions please 
contact him or John Parker our show chairman. As 
always | am interested in your comments.

PACIFIC’97 


I arrived in San Francisco the evening of 29 May, 
Thursday, the first day of the event which had 
closed several hours earlier. Up and out early on 
Friday morning, | was in time for the FDOI ceremo- 
ny for the 60¢ George Washington issue, in the for- 
mat and modified design of the original 1847 issue. 
The 50¢ Ben Franklin had been issued the morning 
before. 


Following that ceremony, the show itself opened to 
an enormous hoard of people who were intent on 
getting copies of the two miniature sheets. As | 
assume you are all aware, these sheets were with- 
drawn from sale at the close of the show. I wonder 
how the people at Scott will treat them—or maybe 
they have given up the infamous “black blotting” 
that eliminated some other “limited edition” mater- 
ial from appearing in their catalogue. 


I made the rounds of the dealers—very few with 
booths who had any Brazil material (my other col- 
lecting interest), SCs or the like. I understand these 
booths are the “wave of the future” as far as shows 
involving USPS are concerned. I found them 
uncomfortable—too high for sitting down and rest- 
ing while perusing stock—no chairs for the public. 
(I have no idea how the several visitors in wheel- 
chairs made out.) I will say that the carpeting on the 
concrete floor helped my feet make it through the 
day—except that it stopped short of the exhibit 
areas. I did find some “portable” dealers moving 
about the floor with their wares—apparently not 
wishing to set up in a booth, which I understand 
cost close to $5,000 for the 11-day show. 


The Moscone Center is divided into three basic 
areas—hour-glass fashion—with the USPS, BEP, 
and most of the dealers in the southern end, the 
largest space, with some of the exhibits at two oppo- 
site sides. The northern end had the remaining deal- 
ers, the balance of the exhibits including the litera- 
ture area, and the societies’ tables. In the “neck” 
were the APS, ASDA, and Information booths as 
well as some sales tables for souvenirs. 


The BEP booth was just about overrun at the daily 
lottery drawing for a paper version of the images on 
the handkerchief that was issued for the show along 
with the “butter” souvenir card. Needless to say, I 
was NOT one of the lucky ones! 


Saturday morning, back to the show and the SCCS 
meeting. The meeting rooms were tucked away on 
a mezzanine level—somewhat difficult to find, and 
definitely not conducive to “dropping in.” There 
were about twenty members present and we were 
treated to a nice talk by Cecilia Wertheimer,

A “short but sweet” auction this time, only 300 lots, 
but with a number of nice items available. The large 
collection which did not sell as a single lot in the First 
Quarter auction has been broken into several parts 
and is reoffered here. If unsold in this format, it will 
be broken into even smaller parts and offered again 
later. I’d advise bidding on it at this point, though, 
as the minimum bids are extremely reasonable, often 
less than the value of just a few of the higher priced 
cards in the lot. 


While there aren’t as many “$5 minimum” lots as in 
previous sales, there are still quite a few potential 
bargains listed below. All three of the 1984 Spider 
Press Eagles are offered with a minimum bid of $100 
each ... no guarantees that they will sell that inex- 
pensively, of course, but stranger things have hap- 
pened. All the “usual suspects” are included in this 
sale, along with a few less frequently offered items, 
and a better-than-usual run of United Nations cards. 
I hope there is something of interest for everyone in 
this sale. 


The First Quarter 1997 sale was somewhat above 
average for recent auctions, with about $4,200+ in 
sales and a $537 net return to the Society treasury. 
Let’s hope this smaller sale can be as productive ...

INTERNATIONAL PAPER MONEY SHOW 


Since the last issue of this journal, the BEP has 
issued a card and an intaglio print at IPMS (see pp. 
20-21), held 20-22 June in Memphis, TN. The card 
depicts: “A determined female figure believed to 
denote America’s liberty and progress in the early 
years of this century is the centerpiece.... The por- 
trait is based on a painting by Walter Shirlaw and 
was engraved on national currency die #4308 by 
Robert Ponickau, Marcus W. Baldwin, and G.F.C. 
Smillie. Lettering was completed by George U. 
Rose, Jr., Edward M. Hall and Lyman F. Ellis. 
Symbols of union and strength are depicted in alle- 
gories such as the fasces—a bundle of stakes with 
an axe—and a laurel crown denoting authority. 
National Bank Notes were issued by banks from 
1863 to 1922 with backing of the U. S. Treasury. All 
National Bank Notes had the same basic design, 
thus making it recognizable by holders anywhere in 
the country. 


“The vignette, from the back of a $10 National BAnk 
Note, completed in 1902, features an imposing 


Bureau of Engraving and Printing 


robed woman between ships of the U.S. Navy and 
Merchant Marine. The illustration is an allegory 
emphasizing America’s pride in its growing 
strength more than a century after independence.” 


The intaglio print features “three allegorical figures 
on the note [sic] representing Agriculture, 
Commerce, and Industry. The female figures (Misc. 
Die #888) of Agriculture, Commerce, and Industry 
were engraved by Marcus W. Baldwin (picture) [7]. 
This die was completed in October of 1916.” 


AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 


The Bureau released a souvenir card (p. 23) at the 
ANA show in New York, 30 July-3 August 1997. “A 
portrait of President Lincoln and the female figure 
of Liberty are combined in a forceful endorsement 
of a revitalized America after the Civil War. The fig- 
ure of Liberty protecting a small child, a vignette 
and allegory for Reconstruction, was engraved by 
Louis Delnoce in 1869 (miscellaneous die #741). 


“Actually, the note as it appears on the card—an 
engraving of the $100 U.S. Note (miscellaneous die 
#1039)—-was never issued. An altered version was 
issued in 1875. The note was also intended as recog- 
nition of President Lincoln’s decisive role in pre- 
serving the Union and his proclamation freeing the 
slaves. The President was assassinated by the actor 
John Wilkes Booth shortly after the war ended. 


“The small oval at the bottom center of the note is 
taken from a vignette called ‘Liberty and Union’ 
(miscellaneous die #3254).”

The first Jim Thompson memorial award 
was presented at the 21st International 
Paper Money Show (IPMS) in Memphis this 
June. The award is for outstanding achieve- 
ment in displaying and promoting souvenir 
cards in an exhibit. The category includes all 
the forms of engraved souvenirs, including 
handkerchiefs, invitations and other fore- 
runner material. We want this to be a broad 
category to reflect the numerous ways that 
members of our society collect intaglio mate- 
rial beyond the traditional souvenir card. 


The special award was an intaglio printed 
vignette of a miner in a Northern Bank Note 
Co. stock border (opposite page, slightly 
reduced), 12” x 8”, black type, border in 
blue-gray lathe-work. This was printed in a 
limited quantity by Michael Bean and only 
two signed copies were prepared. 


There were several wonderful displays at 
Memphis that included souvenir cards. It 
was difficult to pick a winner so we had two 
co-winners of this first award. They were: 
Milton Friedberg, for his display (see p. 40) 
of Bureau of Engraving Printed Exhibition 
Handkerchiefs—spectacular material which 
was enjoyed by all, and John Wilson, for his 
display of 1989 souvenir cards. John includ- 
ed the spider press versions, vignettes and 
the actual cards (see p. 22). It was a compre- 
hensive presentation and was an educational 
display in the use of vignettes for souvenir 
cards. 


Both exhibits have set high benchmarks for 
future exhibitors. Now is the time to start 
planning your exhibit for next year.

I don’t know about the entire membership, but 
some members are very concerned about the num- 
bering system, such that any “errors” in my report- 
ing cards are the subject of quick responses. | actu- 
ally appreciate that—I am trying to make this jour- 
nal as accurate and informative as possible. 


As [have indicated elsewhere, I can only report that 
to which I am aware. I do not have all the cards that 
are out there, nor do | always get information on 
same! I can’t even begin to deal with non-intaglio 
material since I do not collect it (other than the 
USPS cards) or the BEP cards printed for the Fish & 
Wildlife series. Consequently, I need input from the 
membership. It is my goal to make this journal 
informative. To do that, I must be informed! 


As an update to my earlier attempted list (SCJ 15:3, 
p- 39), I present here (next two pages) a listing of all 
the known (to me) SCCS cards—listed with avail- 
ability and prices from their original sources (NA = 
Not Available) as of 30 August 1997—numbered in 
chronological order. 


I am aware that some of these numbers do not agree 
with those in the recently produced “Mellone’s 
Photo Encyclopedia...”, but I have listed them by 
what I understand to be their date of issue. I am also 
at a bit of a loss as to when a card is an “F” or an “S”. 
I was under the impression that “F” cards had the 
IPPU logo, but the new book which lists Chapter 
Four’s 1993 GENA card as F1993A also lists Chapter 
One’s 1993 MANA card (my $1993E) as F1993jJ. (I 
assume the other “F1993” cards are the other 1993 
Chapter One cards.) 


Since the GENA card (which I thought was issued 
by the Metro Chapter) has the logo and the MANA 
card does not, what are the “guidelines” and who 
sets them? When? Now we have another problem. 
The 1991-1995 SCCS National cards included the 
Union logo, hence were designated “F” cards. The 
1996 National card issued at CAPEX bears the 
imprint of the “Great Lakes Bank Note Company.” 
The 1997 National card(see p. C3) has no imprint, 
but bears the same image as the 1993 GENA card. It 
is my understanding that most, if not all, of the 
cards listed below were printed by Mike Bean, a 
BEP/Union printer. He has also produced other 
cards. Should all of these by considered “S” (“soci- 
ety”?) cards? As is, if you collect by number or if by 
source, you have a problem. 


Actually, | don’t know when the “S” designation 
entered the “system” (19937). (In a similar vein, the 
“P’,“FB” and “FSO” system, I understood, desig- 
nated “Forerunner” cards, i.e., cards produced 
before Dr. Radford’s numbering and/or before the 
modern day cards were initiated in any form of 
annual event series. Is something produced today a 
“Forerunner”? “Forerunner” to what? Should there 
be another “X” number(s) to designate these current 
productions?) 


The purpose of any numbering system is identifica- 
tion and, perhaps, communication. Is it time we 
revise the SCCS system? Ideas, corrections, or com- 
ments, as always, are invited! 


There is always, for me, a problem with dates (FDOI 
or FDSC). If a card is issued for a show that starts on 
a Thursday or Friday then, as a “show” card, the 
FDOI/FDSC would seem to be the FD of the show. 
If the card is a local or national “meeting” card then, 
I believe, the FDOI/FDSC is the date of the meeting. 
Meetings are usually held on the Saturday during 
the show. I usually list the “show” card before any 
specialty or “hand-pulled” items if issued on the 
same date. I am certainly not the last word on this 
subject. Again, I would appreciate your input. 
Thanks! And thanks for your patience and under- 
standing!

“This is a good time to start collecting them [the 
various Society issued “S” cards]. With the smaller 
BEP program, these issues, printed by our own BEP 
printer, Mr. Michael Bean, are great examples of the 
engravers art and intaglio printing. There costs are 
nominal and they are a wonderful addition to your 
collection. In addition, Mike prints several intaglio 
cards for various events. While we do not list them 
because they are private issues, they are still great 
additions to your collection. Again these three cards 
are being issued at nominal cost and are advertised 
in the SCCS journal as well as the collectible press. I 
suggest you try them and I bet you will like them.”
